In a suit by a husband for the restitu- 
tion of conjugal rights th* Wife de- 
clared that It waa Impossible to live 
with the plaintiff “because he snored ee 
dreadfully.'' 

“But surely,” the Judge remarked, 
“this Is not a sufficient reason for stay- 
ing away from your husbaodT* "You 
would think it wax my lord.” the lady 
replied. If you lived with him. I 
couldn’t get a wink of sleep te any part 
of th# bouse, and even the oelgbbora 
complained ot bis snoring. It will kill 
me if I have to go back.” 

Unreasonable suspicions have con- 
tributed as much ae any cause to the 
undoing of husbands and wire*. In one 
domestic tragedy which waa unfolded 
in the law courts a few yean ago a 
newly married wife bad received a let- 
ter addressed ia a masculine tffind. Th* 
husband, who was of a Jealous temper- 
ament, demanded to ae* th* letter, 
which the wife refused te show him.

Th* most tragic and dragoptle part 
of th* story was th* lady's fftateaaeot 
In court that the latter which bad 
caused all th* trouble had boon writ- 
ten by bar brother. 

A clergyman told tha writer that ba 
one* married a rustic couple whose 
matrimonial life terminated at th* 
church door at th* conclusion at th* 
wedding ceremony. 

It appears that th# bridegroom had 
discovered that bis bride bad sold ber 
mangle, which had been on* ef tha 
chief Inducements to marry her, and 
aba bad mad* an equally disappointing

Washington, Jane >6 — As was ex- 
pected, the House to-day passed the 
Panama Canal Bill as ft came Irom 
th* Senate by practically a unani- 
mous vote, aa ft did the Nicaragua 
Bill early in the session. Senators 
Morgan, Martin und other Mends ol 
the Nicaragua route in the Senate, aa 
well as representative Hepburn to 
the House, era still confident that the 
Nicaragua route will finally be select- 
ed; When one considers that the 
Panama scheme haa $40,000,000 to 
the jackpot and tkat the Nicaragua 
haa not even beer money, the pros- 
pects are not flattering to the other 
project. The vote on the adoption 
of the conference report wan *5* 
to 8. 

Mr. Morgan presented the confer- 
ence report in the Senate, showing an 
agreement ol the conferees on the 
Senate amendment to the House bill. 
On Mr. Morgan's motion, the Senate 
agreed to the report, thus passing the 
bill. The measure now goes to the 
President.
